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The  Victory  Medal  of  the  Allies 

A Comparison  of  the  Rendering  of  this  Medal  by  the 

Different  Nations

D EFORE  the  World  War  was  over 
■■^several  of  the  Allied  Nations  had 
realized  that,  on  account  of  the  millions 
of  soldiers  involved,  it  would  be  imprac- 
ticable to  issue  and  interchange  com- 
memorative or  campaign  medals  as  had 
heretofore  been  the  custom.  With  this 
in  mind  the  Interallied  Military  Com- 
mission in  March,  1919,  at  Paris,  put 
forward  the  following  recommenda- 
tions:— 

1.  A medal  of  the  Great  War  will 
be  instituted  and  called  the  Victory 
Medal. 

2.  This  medal  will  be  distributed  on 
principles  to  be  decided  by  each  Gov- 
ernment, but  in  such  a manner  that  it 
cannot  be  confused  with  a purely  com- 
memorative medal,  which  might  be 
given  to  all  mobilized  men. 

3.  The  ribbon  shall  be  identical  for 
all  the  countries,  and  will  consist  of 
two  rainbows  joined  by  the  red  in  the 
center.  It  shall  be  distributed  as  soon 
as  possible. 

4.  The  medal  will  be  round  (36  milli- 
metres in  width)  and  made  of  bronze. 

5.  As  it  was  thought  impossible  to 
have  an  international  competition  in 
the  time  available,  and  by  this  means 
to  select  a single  artist,  it  is  proposed 
that,  instead  of  an  identical  medal,  the 
Allied  and  Associated  Powers  shall 
agree  to  have  medals  as  nearly  identi- 
cal in  appearance  as  possible. 

With  this  object  in  view,  they  will 
have  the  medal  designed  by  their  own 
artist  upon  the  following  lines: — 

(a)  On  the  obverse  there  will  be  a 
winged  figure  of  Victory,  full  length  in 
the  middle  of  the  medal,  and  full  face; 
the  borders  and  the  background  plain, 
without  either  inscription  or  date. 

(b)  On  the  reverse  there  will  be  an 
inscription,  "The  Great  War  for  Civili- 


zation," translated  into  the  different 
languages,  and  either  the  names  of  the 
different  Allied  and  Associated  Powers 
or  their  coats-of-arms. 

(c)  The  rim  will  be  plain. 

The  Allied  Governments  agreed  to 
this,  and  for  several  years  following,  at 
varying  intervals,  Victory  medals  ap- 
peared. Up  to  date  thirteen  nations 
have  issued  them,  but  as  no  new  ones 
have  come  forth  during  the  past  few 
years  the  series  may  now  be  considered 
to  be  complete.  As  none  were  issued 
at  the  same  time  little  interest  has  been 
manifest  in  them  as  a whole.  Many 
have  never  been  illustrated  where  the 
collector  could  see  them.  At  any  rate 
the  entire  series  has  never  been  shown 
as  a whole. 

We  trust  that  our  readers  will  find  it 
both  interesting  and  instructive  to  be 
able  to  visualize  and  compare  these 
medals,  and  see  how  each  country  has 
worked  out  its  own  idea  and  interpre- 
tation of  the  specifications  as  laid 
down  at  Paris.  To  the  student  of  art  a 
study  of  the  various  renderings  of  the 
obverses  and  reverses  should  be  of 
much  pleasurable  profit. 

The  uniformity  of  the  ribbon  was 
fairly  well  carried  out,  much  of  it  being 
made  in  France.  The  Czechoslovakian 
ribbon  was  the  poorest  both  in  guality 
and  in  the  blending  of  the  colors.  The 
color  of  the  medals  was  fairly  uniform, 
varying  slightly  from  a light  bronze  to  a 
coppery  bronze.  All  had  a dull  surface 
except  the  British,  which  was  polished, 
as  all  of  their  military  medals  have 
been,  giving  it  somewhat  of  a brassy 
look. 

As  the  illustrations  show  the  medals 
in  detail,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  do 
more  than  comment  on  each  one.  They 
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are  numbered  according  to  the  numbers 
in  the  text. 

1.  THE  UNITED  STATES.  Designed 
by  the  well  known  sculptor  James  E. 
Fraser,  the  Victory  on  this  medal  is  the 
most  warlike  of  all.  Her  head  is  rayed, 
probably  influenced  by  the  many  rayed 
Liberty  heads  on  works  of  art  in  this 
country,  especially  the  statue  of  Liberty 
in  New  York  harbor.  The  reverse  follows 
closely  the  specifications,  the  Allied 
Powers  being  given  by  name,  thirteen 
being  included  on  the  medal.  The  United 
States  was  the  only  country  to  put  battle 
or  service  clasps  on  the  ribbon,  as  we 
issued  no  other  commemorative  or  ser- 
vice medal  in  connection  with  the  war. 
The  following  nineteen  bars  or  clasps 
were  issued  by  the  Army,  the  first  five 
bars  on  the  list  showed  the  recipient 
reached  the  other  side,  but  was  not  in 
action  on  the  Western  Front.  They 
are  as  follows: — 

FRANCE,  ITALY,  SIBERIA,  RUSSIA, 
ENGLAND,  CAMBRAI,  SOMME  DE- 
FENSIVE, LYS,  AISNE,  MONTDIDIER- 
NOYON,  CHAMPAGNE  - MARNE, 
AISNE-MARNE,  SOMME  OFFENSIVE, 
OISE-AISNE,  YPRES-LYS,  ST.  MIHIEL, 
MEUSE-ARGONNE,  VITTORIO-VENE- 
TO,  DEFENSIVE  SECTOR. 

The  Navy  issued  eighteen  bars  as 
follows: — 

MOBILE  BASE,  GRAND  FLEET. 
NAVAL  BATTERY,  OVERSEAS,  SUB- 
CHASER, WHITE  SEA,  PATROL,  SUB- 
MARINE, SALVAGE,  ARMED  GUARD, 
ATLANTIC  FLEET,  ASIATIC,  MINE 
SWEEPING,  AVIATION,  MINE  LAY- 
ING, ESCORT,  TRANSPORT,  DE- 
STROYER. 

2.  GREAT  BRITAIN.  The  designer 
was  W.  McMillan,  and  the  medal  shows 
a graceful  figure  of  Victory  with  out- 
stretched arm,  and  a palm  branch  in 
the  right  hand.  The  reverse  omits  any 
mention  of  the  Allied  Nations.  The 
date  of  the  termination  of  the  war  is 
shown  as  1919.  For  the  South  African 
troops  a change  was  made  on  the  re- 
verse, which  shows  the  inscription  in 
both  English  and  Dutch.  According  to 


the  British  custom  the  name  of  the  re- 
cipient and  the  organization  is  im- 
pressed on  the  edge. 

3.  ITALY.  This  medal  has  the  most 
elaborate  obverse  of  all,  as  Victory  is 
shown  drawn  on  a chariot  by  four  lions. 
In  one  hand  she  carries  a torch.  The 
design  is  by  G.  Orsolini.  The  reverse 
shows  a tripod  from  which  issue  two 
doves  of  peace.  Instead  of  the  names 
of  the  allies,  there  is  an  inscription  in 
Italian  "To  the  combatants  of  the 
allied  and  associated  nations."  The 
loop  through  which  the  ribbon  is  car- 
ried is  rectangular  as  on  a fob,  and 
not  a round  ring  as  on  all  of  the  others. 

4.  FRANCE.  The  figure  of  Victory 
as  designed  by  A.  Morion  has  a great 
deal  of  charm.  She  holds  a closed 
wreath  and  an  olive  branch.  The  re- 
verse is  simple  and  dignified  with  its 
graceful  lines  of  lettering,  but  carries 
no  mention  of  the  allies.  Some  of  the 
medals  are  furnished  with  a bar  in- 
scribed ENGAGE  VOLONTAIRE. 

5.  BELGIUM.  The  Victory  as  inter- 
preted by  Paul  Dubois  is  interesting  but 
to  say  the  least  odd.  The  reverse  is 
most  elaborate  but  somewhat  involved. 
It  has  the  legend  "The  Great  War  for 
Civilization"  in  the  two  languages  of 
the  country,  French  and  Flemish.  In 
the  center  are  the  arms  of  Belgium  sur- 
rounded by  nine  shields  of  the  Allies. 

6.  CUBA.  This  medal  designed  by 
C.  Cha  rles,  a Parisian  artist,  has  an  in- 
teresting history.  The  French  were 
much  delayed  in  issuing  their  medal, 
and  either  the  demand  was  great,  or 
one  of  the  private  firms  that  make  many 
of  the  medals  for  other  countries,  saw 
an  opportunity  for  a good  interim  sale, 
made  this  medal.  At  any  rate  the 
only  French  medal  seen  for  some  time 
was  this  unofficial  one.  The  reverse 
bore  simply  LA  GRANDE  GUERRE 
POUR  LA  CIVILISATION  1914-1918  on 
a panel  with  laurel  sprays  above  and 
below.  Later  on  the  obverse  design 
with  a new  reverse  was  sold  to  the 
Cuban  Government.  The  new  combina- 
tion shows  the  Cuban  arms  in  the 
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center  and  the  names  of  fourteen  of 
the  Allied  Powers. 

7.  PORTUGAL.  Unfortunately  the 
artist's  name  does  not  appear  on  this 
medal  with  its  most  attractive  figure  of 
Victory.  The  reverse  in  no  ways  carries 
out  the  specifications,  as  it  simply  has 
the  arms  of  Portugal  and  the  wording 
MEDAL  OF  VICTORY.  Midway  on  the 
ribbon  is  a gilt  slide. 

8.  CZECHOSLOVAKIA.  This  medal 
showing  a weird  somewhat  modernistic 
figure  was  the  work  of  O.  Spaniel,  one 
of  the  leading  medalists  of  the  coun- 
try. The  reverse  is  striking,  and  has  as 
the  concluding  date  of  the  war,  1919. 
This  is  because  the  Czechoslovakian 
troops  were  fighting  their  way  out  of 
Russia  through  Siberia  for  many  months 
after  the  war  terminated. 

9.  ROUMANIA.  This  medal  is  about 
the  least  prepossessing  of  any,  and  was 
designed  by  Krisiesko.  The  reverse 
shows  a circular  chain,  on  ten  of  the 
links  are  the  names  of  the  Allies. 

10.  GREECE.  This  medal  was  the 
work  of  Henry  Nocq,  a Parisian  artist, 
and  has  few  redeeming  qualities.  The 
reverse  shows  the  infant  Hercules  strug- 
gling with  the  snakes.  Th  e names  of 
thirteen  of  the  allies  are  inscribed  on 
the  face  of  an  altar.  The  suspension 
for  the  ribbon  is  very  elaborate.  The 
striking  is  not  especially  well  done  and 
is  probably  of  Grecian  manufacture. 

I I.  JAPAN.  As  the  winged  Victory 
of  Grecian  mythology  had  no  tradi- 
tional significance  to  the  Japanese, 
they  placed  on  their  medal  the  figure  of 
their  God  of  War,  Takemikatsuchi-no- 


kami,  and  we  find  him  here  delineated 
holding  a spear.  The  reverse  has  in- 
scribed in  Japanese  at  the  top  "The 
Great  War  for  the  Protection  of  Civili- 
zation," and  at  sides  the  dates  of  the 
war.  In  the  center  is  a flower,  in  the 
middle  of  which  is  a globe,  and  on  the 
five  petals  the  abbreviated  names  on 
flags,  Japan,  The  United  States,  Great 
Britain,  France,  Italy,  and  continuing 
on  in  the  inscription  at  the  bottom, 
"and  the  other  Inter-allied  Powers." 

12.  SIAM.  This  medal  in  many  ways 
is  the  most  artistic  of  all,  and  shows  in 
an  elaborate  setting  the  Siamese  God 
of  Victory  blowing  on  a conch  shell. 
Th  e reverse  has  in  Siamese,  "The  Great 
War  for  Civilization"  within  an  orna- 
mented border. 

13.  BRAZIL.  This  medal  is  of  Brazilian 
manufacture  and  is  not  of  as  good 
workmanship  as  most  of  the  other 
medals.  It  shows  a winged  victory 
holding  a wreath  and  palm  branch 
standing  on  a broken  sword,  in  field 
sun-rays,  all  within  a wreath.  The  re- 
verse shows  the  Brazilian  arms  in  circu- 
lar medallion  in  center  surrounded  by 
the  shields  of  England,  Russia,  France, 
Japan,  The  United  States,  Belgium, 
Italy,  Roumania,  Servla  and  Portugal, 
together  with  the  usual  inscription. 

Reproductions  of  most  of  these 
medals  have  been  made  in  Paris,  in 
many  instances  as  well  made  as  the 
originals.  Therefore  collectors  should 
take  care  when  buying  these.  A com- 
plete collection  of  these  Victory  Medals 
are  on  permanent  exhibition  in  the 
museum  of  the  American  Numismatic 
Society  in  New  York. 


Brazilian  Victory  Medal 
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Numismatic  Mythology 

Corinthian  Coins

COLLECTION  of  classic  Greek 
coins  is  full  of  varying  interests, 
historical,  artistic,  economic,  but  per- 
haps its  chief  fascination  lies  in  the 
unexpected  way  that  the  coins  verify 
the  oldest  fairy  tales  of  our  childhood, 
the  mythology  of  Greece,  the  stories 
of  gods  and  goddesses,  monsters  and 
heroes.  Each  mint  of  the  different 
"city-states"  seemed  to  take  pleasure 
in  illustrating  its  local  history  and  leg- 
ends on  its  coins,  and  a representative 
collection  gives  a very  good  general 
history  of  Greece. 

One  of  the  most  charming  series  of 
coins  comes  from  Corinth,  the  city  on 
the  isthmus  between  Attica  and  the 
Peloponnesus.  It  was  by  Acro-Cor- 
inthus,  the  mount  of  the  city,  that  the 
famous  fountain  of  Pierene  sprang 
from  the  rock,  the  fountain  where  the 
winged  horse  Pegasos  quenched  his 
thirst,  as  well  as  the  human  inhabitants 
of  Corinth;  and  the  spring  in  its  original 
setting  has  but  recently  been  re-dis- 
covered by  archaeologists.  What 


could  be  more  appropriate  on  the  Cor- 
inthian coins  than  the  image  of  the 
flying  steed,  and  there  he  is  found 
during  a period  of  at  least  three  cen- 
turies— 550  to  250  B.C. — generally  de- 
picted in  full  flight  (No.  I)  but  occa- 
sionally drinking  (No.  2)  or  standing 
most  reluctantly,  bridled  and  tied 
(No.  3).  Beneath  the  Pegasos  is  his 
"brand,"  an  archaic  Greek  letter,  Q 
koppa,  the  initial  letter  for  Corinth. 

On  the  reverse  side  of  the  Corinth- 
ian stater  is  the  beautiful  head  of 
Athene.  The  Goddess  of  Wisdom  was 
not  the  patron  saint  of  Corinth,  Aphro- 
dite presided  over  their  town;  but 
Athene  had  come  to  aid  the  youthful 
hero  Bellerophon  when  he  undertook  to 
capture  Pegasos,  and  so  the  head  of 
Athene  Chalinitis  (the  Bridler)  appears 
as  a fitting  companion.  The  Corinth- 
ian coins,  in  addition  to  these  regular 
"types,"  have  delightful  little  symbols 
placed  by  the  head  of  Athene,  perhaps 
to  identify  the  mint  or  the  ruling  magi- 
strate, or  to  commemorate  an  impor- 
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font  event.  And  some  of  these  sym- 
bols carry  on  the  story  of  Pegasos  in 
further  detail.  On  one  set  of  coins  is 
a miniature  Chimaera  (No.  4),  the 
monster  with  the  head  of  a lion,  tail 
like  a serpent,  and  an  additional  goat's 
head  springing  from  his  back.  The 
Chimaera  was  slain  by  Bellerophon, 
who  was  mounted  on  Pegasos,  and  so 
enabled  to  take  a most  unfair  advan- 
tage, swooping  down  from  the  clouds. 

A few  rare  coins,  trihemidrachmas, 
tell  the  complete  story  of  this  thrilling 
combat  (No.  5);  Bellerophon  riding 
Pegasos  and  striking  downwards  with 
his  spear,  is  on  the  obverse,  and  the 
Chimaera  in  all  its  terrors  adorns  the 
reverse  side  (No.  6).  It  is  worthy  of 
note  that  the  Chimaera  is  one  of  the 
regular  types  on  the  coins  of  Sicyon,  a 
near  neighbor  and  deadly  enemy  to 
Corinth. 

To  continue  the  story  told  by  the 
Corinthian  staters  (*)  and  their  little 
picture  symbols;  we  find  on  one  coin  a 
tiny  Aegis  (No.  7),  the  breastplate  of 
Athene,  bearing  the  Gorgon's  head 

PROOF 

By  J.  G. 

Just  when  the  first  proof  coins  were 
made  at  the  Mint  is  a matter  of  opin- 
ion. My  own  opinion  is  that  they  were 
made  in  the  first  year  of  the  existence 
of  the  Mint  and  that  they  have  been 
made  every  year  since.  The  proofs  of 
1792  to  about  1836  however  were  dif- 
ferent from  those  made  from  1836  to 
1915.  Those  of  the  early  years  were 
not  made  from  special  dies,  but  were 
merely  made  on  polished  planchets, 
and  it  is  probable  they  were  made  with 
particular  care  to  see  that  the  impres- 
sion was  well  centered  and  well  struck. 
These  coins  were  made  to  supply  a de- 
mand for  them  from  Europe  where  coin- 
collecting was  a popular  hobby  of  the 
wealthy  class.  It  is  improbable  that 
there  were  many  coin-collectors  in 


with  its  snaky  locks.  Pegasos  sprang 
from  a drop  of  blood  which  fell  from 
the  Gorgon  when  decapitated  by 
Perseus.  Another  symbol  is  the  Harpa 
(No.  8),  a curious  short  sword  with  a 
hooked  branch  curving  from  its  blade. 
Perseus  used  the  Harpa  in  killing  the 
Gorgon  Medusa,  and  it  was  loaned  him 
by  Hermes.  According  to  Hesiod,  the 
Harpa  was  made  by  Cronos  (Old 
Father  Time  and  his  scythe)  for  the  pur- 
pose of  killing  his  father  Saturn. 
Hesiod  does  not  tell  us  how  Hermes 
came  into  possession  of  the  sword,  but 
as  he  is  well  known  to  be  the  God  of 
Thieves,  it  hardly  seems  necessary  to 
inquire. 

Other  symbols  lead  us  further  afield 
among  the  gods  and  goddesses,  and 
many  of  the  Greek  cities  tell  their 
family  history  in  the  same  attractive 
and  convincing  manner. 


* “Stater”  is  the  name  used  to  designate  the 
coin  which  was  recognized  as  the  standard  of 
a city’s  currency;  it  literally  means  “weigher.” 
The  Corinthian  stater  was  valued  at  three 
drachmas,  and  its  average  weight  about  7.90 
to  8.50  grammes.

America  at  that  time,  but  some  of  the 
cabinets  of  Europe  were  already  cen- 
turies old.  It  is  for  that  reason  that 
most  of  the  gems  of  early  American 
coinage  have  turned  up  abroad. 

From  about  1836  to  1915,  a different 
class  of  proofs  were  made.  Special 
polished  dies  were  used,  the  planchets 
were  also  polished  to  a mirror-like 
surface,  and  the  coins  were  made  on  a 
hand  press.  Proofs  made  in  this  way 
can  be  readily  distinguished  from  ordi- 
nary coins  by  the  edge  which  is  sharp 
and  not  rounded  as  is  usually  the  case. 
Proof-sets  were  made  in  all  the  years 
1840  to  1857  inclusive,  but  were  not 
sold  to  the  public.  They  were  presented 
to  officials  of  the  Mint,  the  Treasury

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More  About  the  Cents  of  1794.

^"\UR  remarks  about  the  Cents  of 
1 794,  published  in  the  May  issue 
of  this  Journal,  brought  forth  consider- 
able comment  from  readers,  not  all  of 
which  was  favorable.  Several  collec- 
tors took  exception  to  our  statement 
"that  only  about  a dozen  varieties  can 
justly  be  called  rare,  and  of  that  num- 
ber only  about  half  are  very  rare." 

Before  replying  to  our  critics,  we 
would  like  to  say  that  our  purpose  in 
writing  this  series  of  short  notes  on  the 
auction  records  of  Cents,  was  not  by 
any  means  to  try  to  add  anything  to 
the  fund  of  printed  information  on  the 
subject.  Our  purpose  was  simply  to 
call  attention  to  the  fact  that  Cents 
have  for  a period  of  over  fifty  years 
showed  a consistent  enhancement  in 
value,  up  to  about  five  years  ago.  For 
the  post  four  or  five  years,  while  not 
many  really  fine  Cents  have  come  on 
the  market,  the  price  dipped  consider- 
ably from  previous  records,  and  it  was 
with  the  idea  of  calling  attention  to 
the  speculative  possibilities  of  Cents 
at  their  present  comparatively  low 
prices,  that  we  offer  this  series  of  very 
un-literary  notes. 

To  get  back  to  the  subject  of  1794 
Cents,  we  have  divided  them  into  six 
groups  as  to  rarity.  This  attribution 
of  rarity  is  made  purely  from  our  ex- 
perience in  handling  Cents  both  as  a 
collector  and  dealer  over  a consider- 
able number  of  years.  In  arriving  at 
our  conclusions  as  to  the  rarity  of  a 
variety,  we  have  taken  .into  considera- 
tion cents  in  ail  states  of  preservation. 
We  are  aware  that  our  degrees  of 
rarity  differ  in  many  instances  with  the 
degrees  given  by  Frossard,  Gilbert  and 
Chapman,  and  the  fact  that  we  don't 
agree  with  them  does  not  necessarily 
mean  that  they  are  wrong,  merely  that 
our  experience  has  been  different.  In 
dividing  the  varieties,  we  have  used  the 
Hays's  numbers  where  possible  because 
we  believe  that  most  collectors  still 


think  in  terms  of  Hays,  tho  acknowl- 
edging the  great  superiority  of  Mr. 
Chapman's  book.

If  we  were  to  take  into  consideration 
only  cents  in  fine  condition,  the  group- 
ings would  be  entirely  different,  many 
of  the  varieties  in  Groups  3 and  4 are 
great  rarities  when  in  choice  condition, 
for  instance  Hays'  Nos.  I,  29,  and  44, 
but  since  our  estimates  of  rarity  are 
based  on  cents  in  all  states  of  preser- 
vation we  believe  they  do  not  rate  a 
higher  classification. 

To  say  anything  about  the  values 
of  the  varieties  in  the  several  groups 
is  difficult  without  giving  an  approxi- 
mate value  to  each  variety,  and  that 
would  be  too  lengthy  a job  for  hot 
weather.  However,  any  variety  in 
Group  I in  just  ordinary  condition 
would  be  a bargain  at  $10.  to  $20. 
and  gem  specimens  would  be  worth 
up  to  $300.  The  value  of  varieties  in 
Group  2 is  only  slightly  less  than  Group

Department  and  for  foreign  cabinets. 
It  was  to  make  up  these  sets  that  the 
half-cents  of  1836-1849  inclusive  were 
made. 

From  1858  to  1915  proof  coins  were 
offered  to  the  public,  and  were  always 
sold  at  a premium  to  defray  the  addi- 
tional cost  of  their  manufacture.  Not 
any  great  number  of  proofs  were  made 
in  any  year,  though  some  years  are  un- 
doubtedly scarcer  than  others.  During 
the  later  years  of  the  Civil  War,  gold 
and  silver  were  at  a considerable  pre- 
mium and  few  proofs  were  bought,  in 
fact  from  1863  to  1879,  when  gold  and 
silver  again  appeared  in  circulation,  the 
proofs  are  rarer  than  the  years  imme- 
diately preceding  or  following.  The 
sale  of  proofs  to  the  public  was  dis- 
continued in  1915. 

Cold  proofs  have  almost  disappeared 
from  the  market,  having  been  absorbed 
into  great  collections  that  are  not 
likely  ever  to  be  sold.  Silver  proofs 
will  probably  go  the  same  way,  cer- 
tainly they  bring  twice  as  much  today 
as  they  did  ten  years  ago,  and  the 
minor  coins  bring  even  higher  ratios  of 
their  former  value. 

Proof  sets,  as  originally  sold  by  the 
mint,  were  contained  in  a white  paper 
wrapper  and  if  left  in  this  wrapper  in- 
variably took  on  a heavy  tarnish  due  to 
the  sulphur  in  the  paper.  For  this 
reason  very  few  proofs  exist  today  that 
have  not  been  cleaned  or  need 
cleaning.

I.  The  varieties  in  Croup  3 would  run 
in  value  from  about  $5.  for  an  ordi- 
nary specimen  up  to  about  $150.  for  a 
choice  specimen.
